oire 3 Captain Kir/'s Troops (in the abſeaggof Parſon Sw;/ 
of Goodwich in the ame County, ) Pluadered his Houfe by the 
order of the faid Earl and Captain; they took away all his 
Proviſion of Vittuals, Corn and Houſchold- Stuff, which were 
not conveyed away before they emptied his Bed, and filled 
the Ticks with Mault; they Rob'd him of his Carr, and ſix Horſes 
and make this part of their Theft the means to convey away 
the reſt, ' Ms. Swift much affrightened thereat, Taking up a 
young Child m her Arms, thought ir beſt ro ſecure her ſelf by 
flight, which one of the Troopers perceiving, he commanded 
her toſtay, (or holding a Piſtol to her breaſt) threatned to Shoot 
her dead in this Condition z and haveing her Houſe thus Rifled, 
next morning early ſhe goes to Hereford, andPeritions the Earl 
to have compaſſion, if not on her (elf, yet on her Ten little 
Infants, and. that he would be pleaſed to cauſe ſome of her 
Goods, and Horſes to be reftored ; but the Earl would not 
vouchſafe ſo much as to read her Petition : hereupon The Ad. 
dreſſes tro Captain Kir/, who grants her no Reſtitution, but 
only a protection for what was left, and that too coſt her thirty 
Shillings.; And now thinking her ſelt ſecure, ſhe returns home 
in hopes to enjoy quietly what was left ; She had not been long 
at home but Captain Kir! ſends her word, that if it pleaſedher 
ſhe might buy 4 of hEr 6. Horſes again, aſſuring her thar ſhe 
ſhould never be Plundred more by their Forces, en -ouraged 
hereby, ſhe bought 4 of her Horſes for 8 pounds 10 Shillings, 
and with this ſecurity brought home the remainder of thoſe 
few Goods ſhe had hid at her Neighbours Houſes : but ſoon 
after Captain Xr/ſentto her for ſome Veſſels of Cyder, which

Now theſe taſts of Calveniffical Cruehies may be ſufficient

The Taxes more heavy, 
and Burthenſome, then ever any before: Moſt of which-pub- 
lique Moneys were ſpent in Private uſes, and divided amongſt 
themſelves: Whilſt thouſands of Widows, and Orphans, who 
were Ruined by their Sequeſtrations, and Plunderings, wanted 
Bread to put inte their Ao#rhs, Thus (beſides other times)
